Large Railroad Forgeries. 
New York, August 31.—'The police 
secured intelligence from Norton, 
who was arrested some time since in 
that city for operating on forged cer- 
tificates of the stock of the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Railroad Company, 
that a number of shrewd operators 
had been working on forged Railroad 
stock to an alarming extent, and that 
they were in league with well known 
Of thisall 
brokers were warned, but this after- 
noon showed that the warning was 
not heeded. A rumor was sprung by 
Alcott & Co., of Broad street, who 
had purchased a $1,000 dollar bond 
an issue of the New York Central 
Railroad, from-a man calling himself 
Leonard Brown, carrying on busi- 
ness at No 113 Broadway. 

To-day Brown called on Alcott & 
Co., and wanted a loan on sixteen 
similar bonds. Itwas found genuine. 
The bond first purchased was similar 
in number to one of the bonds of the 
sixteen on Which a loan was desired. 
An examination was made and a dis- 
covery was made that the sixteen 
bonds were forgeries. The detectives 
then ascertained that Wooden Sher- 
man, of No. 9, Nassau street, was 
endeavoring to negotiate a loan of 
$25,000 on 830,000 worth of the New 
York Central R. R. Stock of the con- 
solidated issue with Thos. Denny & 
Co., of Wall street, for Mr. Brown. 
A detective at Sherman’s saw Brown 
who appeared impassionate, and 
was walking up and down the office. 

Mr. Sherman entered 2 and 
handing Brown a bond told him he 
could not do business to-day. Brown 
left and was arrested by the detec- 
tive who found on him eight forged 
thousand dollar bonds of the New 
York Central Railroad of consolida- 
ted stock, and recovered two similar 
bonds which had been left for nego- 
tiation with Eddy & Co., No. 26 Pine 
strect. Brown was taken to the 
Central office and locked up. A de- 
tective succeeded in recovering sixty- 


two forged bonds on Brown from two 
firms, the names of which are kept 
secret. The police say there are a 


‘Hion dollars of forged bonds rea 
— Wall street, and that 1 085 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
worth have already been placed on 
the market. Astounding develop- 
ments are looked for to-morrow. The 
public are cautioned to critically ex- 
amine the following stock : New 
York Central Railroad sixes ; 1883 
sixes ; 1887 sixes ; 1876 Buffalo, New 
York and Erie.

More ot the Rona Forgeries. 

NEw York, Sept. Ist. — The post 
mortem examination of the body of 
an English emigrant named Edwards 
who was reported to have died from 
asiatic cholera, showed the man to 
have died of fever. 

The — operator in the New 
York ‘entral bond forgeries is one 
Charles J. Williamson, who is be- 
lieved to be identified with the noto- 
rious Rose and Wright. He appears 
to have been dealing through various 
brokers toa very great extent, prinei- 
pally in New York Central sixes of 
1887, New York Central sixes of 1883, 
and Buffalo, New York and Erie first 
mortgage bonds. Williamson is an 
outside man, and whether all these 
bonds just mentioned are forgeries or 
not or merely covers by Which he 
was enabled to issue the forged bonds 
it is impossible to tell. The detee- 
tives think it advisable for any per- 
sons who have bought any of the 
Classes of bonds just mentioned since 
the date of last interest payment, to 
have them examined at the several 
offices of the company to have their 
genuiness attested. 

It is reported in Wall street that a 
certain bank has been victimized to 
the extent of half a million of dollars 
with these forged bonds, and it is 
further reported that the arrest of 
several prominent operators in Wall 
street may be shortly looked for with 
reference to this worthless paper. 

Since the arrest of Brown a large 
quantity of the bogus bonds have 
been discovered, as follows: Found 
on the person of the prisoner,$30,000; 
found with one firm on Broadwa 
$350,000 ; with another firm on Broad- 
Way 332,000, making in all $92,000. 

It was rumored last night that 
other stocks had been counterfeited 
and that business will be partially 
suspended in Wall street to-morrow, 
till the the truth is known. 

Williamson has the alias of I. H. 
Willis, and is said to have been dis- 
charged years ago from the ition 
of bookKeeper to Brooks Brothers for 
pe ‘ulations and forgery. Every ef- 
ort is being made to secure his arrest. 


The Official Report Ou the Wa- 
wasset Disaster. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.— The In- 
spectors of steamboats have made 
public the official report of the Wa- 
Wasset disaster. They recommend 
the prosecution of the Potomae Ferry 
company and the Captain and mate 
and suspended the engineer. The 
charges against the Ferry Company 
are for carrying more passenvers than 
allowed and the employment = of 
officers who did not bear certifi- 
eates. The charges against the Cap- 
tain and mate are for accepting places 
without proper documents and want 
of discretion is generally charged and 
and undue anxiety on the part of 
them to save the boat instead of the 
passenvers, The Secretary has refer- 
red the report to the Solicitor Gene- 
ral for his action with a view of the 
prosecution of the alleged culprits.

It soon leaked out that SHERMAN, 
a broker on Nassau Street, was also 
endeavoring to negotiate for LEON- 
ARD BROWN a loan of twenty-five 
thousand dollars, on thirty thousand 
dollars worth of bonds of the New 
York Central Road. Detectives were 
placed on the watch and BROWN was 
soon observed at SHERMAN’S office, 
giving unmistakable evidences of a 
perturbed mind.
